Neighbourhoods teams said: 
“Cycling on the pavement is 
an offence under Section 72 of 
the Highways Act 1835. 

The enforcement of cycling 
offences is an operational 
matter for local police forces. 
We use Fixed Penalty Notice 
(FPN) of £30, which provide 
us with a way of dealing with 
minor offences. However, 


for more serious cycling 
offences, the maximum 
fines are currently £2,500 for 
dangerous cycling and £1,000 
for careless cycling. 

Illegal cycling on footways 
causes concern for the most 
vulnerable such as the 
elderly, disabled and those 
who are visually impaired, 
but someone cycling at speed 
on a footway can represent a 
danger for anyone. 

However, it has to be noted 
that very young children 
should not be expected to 
cycle on the road. 

Police Community Support 
Officers should not be cycling 
on footways unless there is 
an operational requirement.”

Stepping out to 
conquer Everest 

Staff ‘bugged' for health and fitness

THREE hundred staff from 
four organisations will be 
stepping out to compete in 
the Great Greenwich Everest 
Challenge from next Monday, 
January 23. 

Employees from Greenwich 
Council, NHS Greenwich, the 
South London Hospitals NHS 
Trust and the University of 
Greenwich will wear a pedometer 
called “The Bug” during the eight- 
week challenge. 

The challenge is being run by 
the Healthy Workplace team at 
NHS Greenwich in conjunction 
with Fitbug.com. Competitors 
will upload their steps every day 
on the challenge website that will 
show the route and each team’s 
progress up the 29,000 feet of the 
world’s highest mountain. 

It will be the second challenge, a 
team from Morrisons supermarket 
having won the previous one 
against Sainsbury’s last autumn, 
involving 777 staff in all. 

“The initiative developed from 
our links with the HR managers 
at two local supermarkets,” said 
Helen Deaton, healthy workplace 
manager at NHS Greenwich. “The 
idea was to encourage staff to 
adopt healthy behaviour changes, 
including getting involved in 
Walk to Work Week last year. 

“NHS Trusts can influence the 
health and wellbeing of other 
organisations by being a model 
employer themselves, and this is 
what we are trying to do through 
this competition. The overall aim 
is to encourage staff to become 
more physically active by taking 
part in the challenge.” 

The aim of the competition is 
to be the first team to reach the 
summit of Everest. The challenge 


will be based on the average steps 
of the team and the website will 
show the route to Everest and 
where each team has reached. 

“Fitbug will also update 
participants with league 
positions, promotions and 
relegations on a weekly basis,” 
said Helen. “There’ll also be 
weekly communications and 
links to Facebook and Twitter.” 
The Fitbug records walking, 
jogging and running and there’s 
a function to upload other types 
of physical activity within the 
programme. Staff can upload 
their steps on a daily basis or less 
frequently, as long as they are 
uploaded at least every 14 days. 

“Feedback from the first 
challenge was very positive,” 
said Helen. “The HR manager at

Morrisons said that staff loved 
competing against their rivals 
but were also keen to set goals for 
their own personal wellbeing. 

“The project worked well among 
staff who were £ on the go’ but 
those with more sedentary jobs, 
like check-out assistants, were 
motivated to increase their steps 
for the team.”

Before 
I knew it I had a waiting list of 
people who wanted to take part. 
We really enjoyed it.”

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A TRADER selling fake clothing 
was sentenced to 200 hours of 
unpaid work and ordered to 
pay £978.04 costs after being 
prosecuted by the council. 

Mr Phu Quan pleaded guilty 
at Bexley Magistrates’ Court on 
December 12 to charges relating to 
the Trade Marks Act. 

Officers from the council’s Trading 
Standards Team spotted him selling 
suspected fake clothing from a stall in 
Woolwich Market last year. 

Following a test purchase of a 
Franklin & Marshall sweatshirt it 
proved to be counterfeit. Officers then 
revisited and seized more than 100 
counterfeit garments. 

Among them were fakes of brands 
including Franklin & Marshall, Fred 
Perry, Ralph Lauren, Stone Island, 
Lyle & Scott, Superdry and Adidas. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
community safety, said: “We are proud 
of the range and quality of goods on 
offer across the borough. Greenwich 
Council will not tolerate the sale of 
counterfeit products in any of the 
borough’s markets or high streets. 

“Mr Phu Quan’s sentence sends a 
message that any attempt to defraud 
members of the public and undermine 
the vast majority of local traders will 
be met with swift and decisive action, 
with prosecution and confiscation of 
goods.”

National newspaper praises Woolwich Poly initiative

A NATIONAL newspaper editor 
was ‘inspired and humbled’ 
when he paid a visit to Woolwich 
Polytechnic School in Hutchins 
Road, Thamesmead. 

The school buys in 600 copies of the 
i newspaper which is produced by the 
Independent, every Wednesday and uses 
them for reading and discussion groups. 
Its editor, Stefano Hatfield, accepted an 
invitation to see how they were used in 
the classroom. 

The following day he wrote a column 
reporting that the school had 45 per cent 
of the pupils with English as a second 
language and up to 70 different languages 
spoken. 

He wrote: “We were told what they 
thought of that day’s i, we took questions 
about how we put the paper together and 
how we chose stories. 

“We spoke to a lecture hall full of sixth- 
formers about how i is produced and 
their ambitions to be journalists. I was 
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bowled over by the fearless honesty of the 
questioning. 

“The focus, intensity, energy and sheer 
dedication of the teaching staff and pupils 
alike were humbling and inspiring. The 
joint headteachers, the pupils and the 
teaching staff have much to be proud of.” 

Results at the 1,500-pupil school have 
risen consistently over the past four years, 
and in 2010 it was the most improved 
boys’ school in the country and in the top 
1% of all schools. Last autumn the school 
received an ‘outstanding’ grading from 
Ofsted inspectors. 

The school is run by joint headteachers 
Byron Parker and Tim Plumb. 

“We are very fortunate to have so many 
dedicated teaching and associate staff 
who go the extra mile to ensure that all 
our boys achieve their potential,” said 
Mr Parker. 

Mr Plumb added: “The school embraces 
the central role that literacy skills play in 
achieving success and our students’ rapid 
progress was recognised in the recent 
judgement by OFSTED that we are an 
‘Outstanding’ school. It was a pleasure 
for Stefano and the ‘i’ newspaper to visit 
and give the students and staff the praise 
they most thoroughly deserve for their 
achievements”. 

• St Ursula’s Convent School on 
Crooms Hill, Greenwich, has also been 
named as a high achiever. Recent 
research shows that State school pupils 
from poorer backgrounds do better in 
London than in other parts of Britain, 
and nearly half of children brought 
up in the capital’s poorest homes still 
manage to gain five GCSEs - more than 
double the success rate of the next best 
region. In the best state schools, poor 
pupils are “over-achieving” by more 
than 40 per cent. St Ursula’s is named as 
the third most improved, with a 32 per 
cent ‘over achievement rate’. 

Bus service 
changes for 
Games Time 

BUS services will be shuffled to cope 
with the expected increase in passengers 
during the London 2012 Games. 

Transport for London has published 
proposals for temporary changes to bus 
routes during the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. Around 85 of the capital’s 700 
bus routes wil be changed in some way, 
particularly those around the Games 
venues. 

The changes have been designed to keep 
disruption for the travelling public to a 
minimum. The proposls include changing 
the frequency of some services, replacing 
single deck buses with double deckers 
and diverting bus to other terminals. Some 
bus stops will be moved or temporarily 
suspended. The proposals are available 
for the public to view and TfL is discussing 
them with London councils. Information 
about the changes have also been sent to 
community and transport groups across 
London. Changes will be finalised by April.

It means dozens of new jobs 
for local people are on the 
horizon. 

The company which 
operates as a social enterprise 
was set up by Greenwich 
Council with former council 
staff to run the borough’s 
leisure centres. It has gone 
on to manage more than 100 
public leisure centres across 
the south-east, employing 
around 5,000 local people. 

GLL, whose headquarters 
are at the Royal Arsenal in 
Woolwich, won the contract to 
operate the Aquatics Centre 
and the Multi-Use Games 
Arena from the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company (OPLC). 
The firm which also runs a 
college providing training 
for the leisure industries will 
run the Aquatics Centre and 
Multi-Use Arena for ten years 
starting in 2013.

# BY 1941 the Allies 
were desperate for a 
breakthrough against 
Hitler’s Germany. 

The dictator had launched 
the invasion of Russia that summer and 
the Soviets were outgunned and short 
on equipment. Land supply routes were 
blocked by the Nazi war machine and 
the Allies needed a way to deliver tanks 
and arms to the Red Army to halt the 
invasion. 

The only way through was by sea. And so 
began the Arctic Convoys - the subject of 
an exhibition which is on at the National 
Maritime Museum until the end of 
February. 

More than 800 ships were dispatched on 
the perilous route, only 700 made it to 


the ports of northern Russia where the 
precious cargo was immediately sent to 
the battlefields in the south. 

Ten thousand pieces of artillery and 
tanks were delivered, along with more 
than 5,000 aircraft. It was an effort which 
swung the conflict in the favour of the 
Allies. 

But it was at a cost, with some 3,000 crew 
perishing in the freezing waters along 
with 104 merchant and navy ships. 

A collection of artefacts from the period 
including documents, photographs and 
clothing from the period contribute 
to the display at the Trafalgar Road 
museum.
